JOHN  WILLIAMS 

The  100th  Birthday  Season  is  John  Williams’s  sixth  as  conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops.  In  January  1980 
he  became  the  nineteenth  conductor  of  the  Pops  since  its  founding  in  1885.  Williams  was  born  in  New 
York  and  moved  to  Los  Angeles  with  his  family  in  1948.  There  he  attended  UCLA  and  studied 
composition  privately  with  Mario  Castelnuovo-Tedesco.  After  service  in  the  Air  Force,  Williams 
returned  to  New  York  to  attend  the  Juilliard  School,  where  he  studied  piano  with  Madame  Rosina 
Lhevinne.  While  in  New  York  he  also  worked  as  a jazz  pianist,  both  in  clubs  and  on  recordings.  Again 
Williams  moved  to  Los  Angeles,  beginning  his  career  in  the  film  studios  and  working  with  such 
composers  as  Bernard  Herrmann,  Alfred  Newman,  and  Franz  Waxman.  He  went  on  to  write  music  for 
many  television  programs  in  the  1960s,  winning  two  Emmys  for  his  work. 

Williams  has  composed  the  music  and  served  as  music  director  for  over  sixty  films,  including 
Goodbye.  Mr.  Chips;  Jaws,  the  Star  Wars  trilogy.  Close  Encounters  of  the  Third  Kind,  Superman, 
Raiders  of  the  Lost  Ark,  E.T.  (the  Extra-Terrestrial),  Indiana  Jones  and  the  Temple  of  Doom,  and,  most 
recently.  The  River.  He  has  received  21  Academy  Award  nominations  and  has  been  awarded  four 
Oscars  and  15  Grammies,  as  w'ell  as  several  gold  and  platinum  records.  His  most  recent  Oscar  was  for 
Best  Original  Score  for  a Motion  Picture,  for  E.T. 

In  addition  to  his  film  music,  Williams  has  written  many  concert  pieces,  including  two  symphonies 
and  a flute  concerto  and  violin  concerto  recorded  by  the  London  Symphony  Orchestra.  He  was 
commissioned  to  compose  the  official  fanfare  and  theme  for  the  1984  Summer  Olympic  Games  in  Los 
Angeles.  For  the  Pops’  100th  Birthday,  he  wrote  a new  tuba  concerto  which  was  premiered  this  May  by 
the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra’s  tuba  player,  Chester  Schmitz. 

The  soundtrack  album  to  Star  Wars  has  sold  over  four  million  copies,  more  than  any  non-pop  album 
in  recording  history.  Many  of  Williams’s  film  scores  have  been  recorded,  and  his  highly  acclaimed 
albums  with  the  Boston  Pops  include  Pops  in  Space,  Pops  on  the  March,  Aisle  Seat,  Pops  Out  of  This 
World,  and  Boston  Pops  on  Stage.  Their  collaboration  with  soprano  Jessye  Norman,  entitled  With  a 
Song  in  My  Heart,  was  released  early  in  1985,  and  another  recording,  America,  the  Dream  Goes  On,  a 
collection  of  favorite  Americana,  was  released  this  summer  under  a continuing  exclusive  contract  with 
Philips  records. 

Since  his  appointment  as  Pops  Conductor,  Williams  has  led  the  Pops  in  New'  York,  Chicago,  Los 
Angeles,  and  many  other  American  cities.  In  addition,  he  has  appeared  as  guest  conductor  w'ith  the 
major  orchestras  of  London,  Philadelphia,  Montreal,  and  Los  Angeles.  In  the  past  few  years,  Williams 
has  received  several  honorary  degrees  from  American  colleges  and  universities,  including  the  Boston 
Conservatory  of  Music,  Berklee  College  of  Music  in  Boston,  Northeastern  University,  Tufts  University, 
and  the  University  of  South  Carolina  at  Columbia. 

Mr.  Williams  recently  completed  the  new'  theme  for  the  NBC  network  television  news.  This  summer 
he  led  the  Pops  on  a highly  acclaimed  fourteen-city  transcontinental  tour  in  celebration  of  the  Boston 
Pops’  100th  Birthday. 


HARRY  ELLI5  DICKSON 

Harry  Ellis  Dickson  is  the  founder.  Artistic  Director,  and  Conductor  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Youth 
Concerts,  as  well  as  a member  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra’s  first-violin  section.  Mr.  Dickson 
was  named  Associate  Conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  in  January  1980. 

A native  of  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  Mr.  Dickson  is  a graduate  of  Somerville  High  School  and  the 
New  England  Conservatory  of  Music.  He  studied  violin  with  Carl  Flesch  and  Max  Rostal  and  later 
studied  conducting  with  Pierre  Monteux.  Mr.  Dickson  was  active  both  as  conductor  and  violinist 
before  joining  the  Boston  Symphony  under  Serge  Koussevitzky  in  1938.  He  is  a Chevalier  in  the  Ordre 
des  Arts  et  des  Lettres  of  the  French  government,  and  in  1971  the  National  Conference  of  the 
Humanities  presented  him  a Certificate  of  Honor.  He  holds  honorary  degrees  from  several  area 
colleges  and  the  American  College  of  Greece  in  Athens.  In  September  1975,  the  city  of  Somerville 
dedicated  the  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  Center  of  Fine  Arts  and  Humanities  in  its  Winter  Hill  Community 
School,  and  in  1983  the  Boston  Public  Schools  honored  him  by  dedicating  the  Harry  Ellis  Dickson 
Orchestral  Suite  at  Madison  Park  High  School.  In  addition  to  his  commitment  to  the  Boston  Pops,  he 
has  conducted  Pops  concerts  with  many  orchestras  in  this  country  and  in  Canada. 

An  ardent  collector  of  anecdotes  about  music  and  musicians,  Mr.  Dickson  is  the  author  of 
Gentlemen,  More  Dolce,  Please!,  an  entertaining  view  of  music  behind  the  scenes,  and  Arthur  Fiedler 
and  The  Boston  Pops.  In  addition,  he  has  furthered  the  part-time  conducting  career  of  his  close  friend 
Danny  Kaye,  with  whom  he  has  traveled  to  many  countries  as  musical  mentor.  Mr.  Dickson’s 
association  with  the  Boston  Pops  dates  from  1938;  he  became  assistant  conductor  of  that  orchestra  in 
1958.  In  1975  he  conducted  the  Pops  at  the  first  inaugural  ceremony  of  his  son-in-law.  Governor 
Michael  Dukakis.  The  Boston  Symphony  Youth  Concerts  were  instituted  in  1959,  and  for  his  work  as 
the  artistic  director  and  conductor  of  these  concerts,  Mr.  Dickson  has  been  described  as  “that  rare 
soul,  an  adult  who  remembers  what  it  was  like  to  be  young,  who  loves  young  people  and  understands 
them,  and  who  wishes  to  share  with  them  that  magic  kingdom  of  the  mind  where  music  is  the  key.”

JAME5  DAWD  CHRISTIE 

In  August  1979,  James  David  Christie  became  the  first  American  to  win  the  International  Organ 
Competition  in  Bruges,  Belgium;  he  was  also  the  first  person  in  the  history  of  the  competition  to  win 
both  the  first  prize  and  the  prize  of  the  audience.  Mr.  Christie  received  his  bachelor  of  music  degree 
from  the  Oberlin  Conservatory  and  his  master's  degree  and  artist’s  diploma  from  the  New  England 
Conservatory.  His  teachers  include  David  Boe,  Yuko  Hayashi,  Harald  Vogel,  Bernard  Lagace,  and 
Marie-Claire  Alain.  He  has  performed  throughout  the  United  States  and  Europe,  in  recital  and  with 
such  orchestras  as  the  Boston  Symphony  and  the  Boston  Pops,  under  conductors  including  Leonard 
Bernstein,  Colin  Davis,  Kurt  Masur,  Seiji  Ozawa,  Gunther  Schuller,  Klaus  Tennstedt,  and  John 
Williams.  He  has  performed  works  by  composers  ranging  from  Handel  and  Haydn  to  Pinkham  and 
Crumb,  many  of  them  premieres,  and  including,  for  the  centennial  of  the  Boston  Pops,  an  original  by 
P.D.Q.  Bach. 

In  the  spring  of  1984,  James  David  Christie  participated  in  the  dedicatory  concert  of  the  new  organ  in 
Davies  Hall  with  the  San  Francisco  Symphony  under  the  direction  of  Edo  de  Waart.  He  returned  that 
summer  to  perform  again  with  that  orchestra  for  the  national  convention  of  the  American  Guild  of 
Organists.  In  the  spring  of  1985,  he  performed  the  first  solo  recital  in  over  fifteen  years  on  the 
Symphony  Hall  organ,  and,  in  honor  of  the  three  hundredth  anniversary  of  the  birth  of  J.S.  Bach,  he 
dedicated  the  Taylor  and  Boody  organ  at  the  College  of  the  Holy  Cross,  Worcester.  Mr.  Christie 
performs  regularly  with  such  early  music  ensembles  as  Banchetto  Musicale,  the  Bach  Ensemble,  and 
Abendmusik,  of  which  he  is  founder  and  artistic  director.  In  June  1980  he  received  an  honorary 
doctorate  in  fine  arts  from  the  New  England  School  of  Law,  Boston,  in  recognition  of  his  outstanding 
contribution  to  the  musical  life  of  the  city.  Mr.  Christie  has  recorded  for  Philips,  Nonesuch,  Pro  Arte, 
Northeastern,  Sine  Qua  Non,  and  GM  records.  He  is  currently  college  organist  and  visiting  professor  of 
music  at  the  College  of  the  Holy  Cross,  chairman  of  the  organ  and  harpsichord  department  at  the 
Boston  Conservatory,  organist-in-residence  at  Massachusetts  Institute  of  Technology,  organ  instructor 
at  Wellesley  College,  and  frequent  organist  with  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra. 


THE  TANGLEWOOD  FESTIVAL  CHORLIS 
John  Odver,  Conductor 

Co-sponsored  by  the  Tanglewood  Music  Center  and  Boston  University,  the  Tanglewood  Festival 
Chorus  was  organized  in  the  spring  of  1970  when  founding  conductor  John  Oliver  became  director  of 
vocal  and  choral  activities  at  the  Tanglewood  Music  Center.  Originally  formed  for  performances  at  the 
Boston  Symphony’s  summer  home,  the  chorus  was  soon  playing  a major  role  in  the  orchestra’s 
Symphony  Hall  season  as  well,  and  it  is  now  the  official  chorus  of  the  orchestra,  performing  regularly 
with  Music  Director  Seiji  Ozawa,  John  Williams  and  the  Boston  Pops,  and  such  prominent  guests  as  Sir 
Colin  Davis,  Leonard  Bernstein,  and  Klaus  Tennstedt.  Recognized  by  conductors,  press,  and  the  public 
as  one  of  the  world’s  finest  orchestra  choruses,  the  Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus  received  international 
attention  in  April  1984  for  its  participation  in  the  world  premiere  performances  under  Sir  Colin  Davis 
of  Sir  Michael  Tippett’s  The  Mask  of  Time.  The  chorus  has  made  numerous  recordings  with  the 
orchestra  for  Deutsche  Grammophon  and  Philips;  for  its  first  appearance  on  records,  in  Berlioz’s 
Damnation  of  Faust,  John  Oliver  and  Seiji  Ozawa  received  a Grammy  nomination  for  best  choral 
performance  of  1975. 

Unlike  most  other  orchestra  choruses,  the  Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus  under  John  Oliver  includes 
regular  performances  of  a cappella  repertory  in  its  schedule,  ranging  in  musical  content  from  Baroque 
to  contemporary.  Their  recording  on  Deutsche  Grammophon  of  a capella  twentieth-century  American 
choral  music  received  a Grammy  nomination  for  best  choral  performance  of  1979.  The  Tanglewood 
Festival  Chorus  may  also  be  heard  on  the  Philips  releases  of  Schoenberg’s  Gurrelieder  and  Mahler’s 
Eighth  Symphony,  as  well  as  on  the  album  We  Wish  You  a Merry  Christmas  with  John  Williams  and 
the  Boston  Pops.  The  chorus’  most  recent  recordings  include  music  of  Luigi  Dallapiccola  and  Kurt  Weill 
on  Nonesuch,  Beethoven’s  Choral  Fantasy  with  Seiji  Ozawa,  Rudolf  Serkin,  and  the  Boston  Symphony 
on  Telarc,  and  Debussy’s  La  Damoiselle  elue  with  the  orchestra  and  mezzo-soprano  Frederica  von 
Stade  on  CBS. 

John  Oliver  is  also  conductor  of  the  MIT  Choral  Society,  senior  lecturer  at  MIT,  and  conductor  of  the 
John  Oliver  Chorale,  now  in  its  ninth  season,  and  with  which  he  has  recorded  music  of  Ives,  Loeffler, 
and  Martino.

THE  CAROL5  OF  AEFRED  BURT 


The  story  of  Alfred  Burt  is  short,  for  his  life  was  short.  He  was  born  in  Marquette.  Michigan,  grew  up  in  Pontiac,  graduated  from 
the  University  of  Michigan  in  1942,  spent  four  years  in  the  armed  services,  and  moved  to  southern  California  in  1949.  There  he 
became  arranger  and  first  trumpeter  in  the  Alvino  Key  Orchestra  and  appeared  on  both  radio  and  television  with  Rey,  Horace  Heidt. 
and  the  King  Sisters.  In  1953.  Burt  was  found  to  have  inoperable  lung  cancer  and  set  about  putting  his  affairs  in  order.  Only  hours 
before  his  death  in  February  1954.  Burt  signed  a contract  with  Columbia  Records  for  an  album  of  his  Christmas  carols. 

The  Christmas  carols  had  started  with  Burt's  father,  the  Reverend  Bates  G.  Burt.  Each  year  the  Reverend  Mr.  Burt  would  compose 
a carol  and  distribute  it  to  his  friends  as  a Christmas  card.  After  Alfred  graduated  from  college  with  a music  degree,  the  father  turned 
the  task  of  composing  the  annual  carol  over  to  his  son,  but  continued  to  provide  the  lyrics.  In  1949,  Wihla  Hutson,  a church  organist 
and  family  friend  from  Pontiac,  started  providing  the  lyrics  and  continued  to  do  so  until  Burt's  death.  Each  year,  when  the  poem 
arrived,  Burt  would  write  the  music;  his  wife  Anne  would  design  the  card  and  supervise  its  printing  and  the  new  carol  would  be 
mailed  to  an  ever-increasing  number  of  people  (the  Burt's  Christmas  list  grew  from  50  to  450  names). 

The  carols  were  frequently  sung  at  Christmas  parties  given  in  and  around  Hollywood  (John  Williams  recalls  many  occasions  at 
w hich  the  highlight  of  the  party  was  singing  these  carols.)  Shortly  after  his  death.  Burt's  carols  were  published  by  Shawnee  Press, 

Inc.,  and  have  enjoyed  a steadily  increasing  popularity,  especially  among  music  educators.  Among  the  people  who  have  performed 
and  recorded  the  carols  of  Alfred  Burt  are  Nat  "King"  Cole.  Andy  Williams,  Mel  Torme,  Tennessee  Ernie  Ford,  and  Fred  Waring. 

There  is  a tendency  for  modern  Christmas  songs  to  deal  with  the  secular  side  of  the  holiday — snow,  shopping,  and  Santa  Claus; 
Alfred  Burl's  carols  are  concerned  with  the  sacred  side.  Even  when  the  lyric  may  express  the  joys  of  secular  Christmas,  it  is  "blessed 
Christmas."  Alfred  Burt  was  33  when  he  died  and  his  musical  legacy  consists  of  only  fifteen  short  carols  which  successfully  capture 
the  true  spirit  and  meaning  of  Christmas.  However,  these  fifteen  mini-masterpieces  assure  his  place  in  music  history.

THE  VIENNA  CHOIR  BOYS 

Founded  in  1498  by  Emperor  Maximilian  I of  the  Hapsburg  dynasty,  the  Vienna 
Choir  Boys  have  enchanted  millions  with  the  charm  and  excellence  of  their  music- 
making, which  has  spanned  a centuries-long  association  with  the  Imperial 
chapel  of  Vienna.  After  World  War  I,  when  the  collapse  of  the  Hapsburg  dynasty 
and  the  dissolution  of  the  Austro-Hungarian  empire  seemed  to  signal  the  end  of 
the  institution,  chaplain  Joseph  Schnitt  almost  single-handedly  reestablished 
the  boys’  choir  in  1924,  thus  restoring  this  great  Austrian  musical  tradition. 

Since  then  the  Vienna  Choir  Boys  have  continually  toured  throughout  the  world, 
including  forty  visits  to  the  United  States  and  tours  to  Asia,  Australia,  South 
America,  and  South  Africa.  Usually  two  choirs  of  twenty-four  members  tour 
concurrently,  with  each  tour  lasting  an  average  of  three  months.  An  intensive 
academic  program  during  the  remainder  of  the  year  more  than  compensates  for 
the  time  away  from  school.  Those  who  wish  to  be  considered  for  membership  in 
the  choir  attend  a special  preparatory  school  where  particular  emphasis  is 
placed  on  the  theory  and  practice  of  singing  as  well  as  instruction  on  one 
musical  instrument.  At  age  nine,  candidates  take  the  entrance  exam,  in  which 
musical  ability  is  the  decisive  factor.  The  combination  of  childlike  naivete  and 
artistic  maturity  is  the  secret  to  the  Vienna  Choir  Boys’  extraordinary  success. 
Through  their  films,  recordings,  television  appearances,  and  tours,  the  Vienna 
Choir  Boys  continue  to  delight  audiences  with  their  programs  of  sacred,  secular, 
and  folk  music. 
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Leonard  Slatkin 

The  1985-86  season  is  Leonard  Slatkin ’s  seventh  year  as  music  director 
of  the  Saint  Louis  Symphony,  continuing  a seventeen-year  association 
during  which  he  held  a variety  of  positions  before  becoming  music 
director.  In  1969  he  founded  the  Saint  Louis  Symphony  Youth 
Orchestra,  a group  internationally  acclaimed  for  its  European  per- 
formances. During  his  association  with  the  Saint  Louis  Symphony, 
Mr.  Slatkin  also  completed  two  years  as  music  director  of  the  New 
Orleans  Philharmonic  while  remaining  music  advisor,  and  he  was 
named  principal  guest  conductor  of  the  Minnesota  Orchestra,  con- 
tinuing as  artistic  director  for  its  summer  season.  In  constant  demand 
as  a guest  conductor,  his  engagements  include  nearly  every  major 
orchestra  and  important  summer  festival  in  North  America  as  well 
as  abroad.  In  April  and  May  of  1985  he  led  the  Saint  Louis  Symphony 
on  its  first  major  European  tour,  with  performances  in  fifteen  cities, 
including  Vienna,  Munich,  Paris,  and  London. 

Son  of  violinist-conductor  Fehx  Slatkin  and  celhst  Eleanor  Aller,  Leonard  Slatkin  was  raised  in  Los  Angeles. 

He  began  violin  at  three,  switched  to  piano  at  eight,  and  later  turned  to  conducting,  studying  first  with  his 
father  and  then  with  Walter  Susskind.  He  subsequently  became  a student  of  Jean  Morel  at  Juilliard  and  made 
his  conducting  debut  leading  the  Youth  Symphony  Orchestra  of  New  York  at  Carnegie  Hall  when  he  was 
twenty-two.  A year  later  he  was  appointed  assistant  conductor  of  the  Saint  Louis  Symphony.  In  1974,  Mr. 
Slatkin  attracted  nationwide  attention  with  his  New  York  Philharmonic  debut  when  he  substimted  at  very 
short  notice  for  an  aiUng  Riccardo  Mud.  He  made  his  European  debut  in  November  1974  conducting  the 
Royal  Philharmonic  Orchestra  in  the  absence  of  the  late  Sir  Adrian  Boult.  In  the  years  since  then,  his  guest 
appearances  have  brought  him  to  Atlanta,  Chicago,  Cleveland,  Cincinnati,  Dallas,  Denver,  Detroit,  Houston, 
Los  Angeles,  Montreal,  Philadelphia,  San  Francisco,  and  Toronto,  and  to  Europe  for  engagements  with  the 
Amsterdam  Concertgebouw,  the  Berlin  Radio  Orchestra,  the  Vienna  Symphony,  the  Stockholm  Philhar- 
monic, the  Tivoli  Orchestra,  and  the  English  Chamber  Orchestra.  He  has  also  led  orchestras  in  Kiev,  Riga, 
and  Tallin  in  the  USSR,  in  Warsaw,  and  in  Prague,  and  last  season  he  made  debuts  with  the  NHK  Symphony 
in  Tokyo,  the  Stuttgart  Opera  Company,  and  the  Berhn  Philharmonic.  Recent  recordings  include  Prokofiev’s 
Symphony  No.  5 for  RCA,  Mahler’s  Second  Symphony  for  Telarc,  and  William  Schuman’s  American  Hymn 
and  Joseph  Schwanmer’s  Magahunda  for  Nonesuch.  A recent  release  with  the  Saint  Louis  Symphony  on  the 
Nonesuch  label,  David  Del  Tredici’s  In  Memory  of  a Summer  Day,  received  a Grammy  nomination  for  best 
classical  recording.  For  EMI/ Angel,  Mr.  Slatkin  has  recorded  an  album  of  Mozart  arias  with  soprano  Lucia 
Popp  and  the  Munich  Radio  Orchestra. 

In  addition  to  holding  honorary  degrees  from  the  University  of  Missouri  at  Saint  Louis,  Washington  Univer- 
sity, and  Saint  Louis  University,  Leonard  Slatkin  was  awarded  the  first  honorary  doctorate  in  music  ever 
given  by  the  Saint  Louis  Conservatory  and  School  for  the  Arts.  He  is  a member  of  the  Board  of  Governors  of 
the  Chicago  Chapter  of  the  National  Academy  of  Recording  Arts  and  Sciences,  and  in  1983  he  received  the 
Saint  Louis  Award  and  Bezdek  Award  from  Fontbonne  College  for  excellence  in  contemporary  music.  Mr. 
Slatkin  made  his  first  Boston  Symphony  appearances  in  January  1980  and  his  most  recent  Tangle  wood 
appearance  in  1985.

Notes  on  the  Program 

For  many  years  it  has  been  a tradition  in  Vienna  to  celebrate  the  arrival  of  the  New  Year  with  a festive 
concert  by  the  Vienna  Philharmonic  featuring  a joyous  selection  of  pieces  by  members  of  the  Strauss  family. 
Tonight  members  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  present  a special  version  of  this  grand  old  custom  with 
a concert  featuring  the  great  father-and-son  pair,  both  named  Johann  Strauss,  who  more  than  any  other 
composers  established  the  waltz  tradition  and  also  composed  marches,  polkas,  quadrilles,  and  operettas.  The 
program  also  includes  music  by  another  unrelated  Strauss — Richard — with  the  waltz-filled  music  of  his  most 
popular  opera;  an  overture  by  one  of  the  creators  of  the  Viennese  operetta,  Franz  von  Suppe;  and  other 
music  in  the  lighter  traditions  going  back  to  the  courtly  music  of  the  eighteenth  century  by  the  earlier 
Viennese  masters  Mozart  and  Beethoven.

The  mission  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  is  to 
produce  orchestral  music  of  the  highest  artistic  standards. 
Performances  take  place  throughout  the  year  at 
Symphony  Hall,  Tanglewood,  Carnegie  Hall,  and  on 
national  and  international  tours.  The  Orchestra  serves 
as  a cultural  ambassador  for  Boston  and  the  United 
States,  performing  music  which  reaches  millions  of 
people  worldwide  through  tours,  recordings,  radio 
and  television  broadcasts.  The  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra,  the  BSO  Chamber  Players,  the  Boston  Pops, 
and  the  Tanglewood  Music  Center  all  combine  under 
the  BSO  umbrella  to  build  and  maintain  the  cultural 
reputation  of  Boston  and  New  England.  In  addition  to 
its  international  activities,  a primary  mission  of  the  BSO 
is  to  serve  the  local  community.  The  Orchestra  performs  a 
series  of  youth  concerts  for  local  school  children  and 
the  Boston  Pops  presents  a series  of  free  concerts  on  the 
Charles  River  Esplanade  during  the  first  week  in  July. 
In  all,  nearly  300  different  concerts  are  produced 
each  year. 

The  BSO's  annual  operating  budget  now  exceeds  $25 
million.  Over  60%  of  that  is  generated  in  earned 
income  from  ticket  sales  and  broadcast  and  recording 
fees  (among  the  highest  of  any  American  orchestra). 
The  balance  is  derived  from  annual  fundraising  (20%) 
and  income  from  endowment  (20%).  The  corporate 
community  is  currently  generating  approximately  ten 
percent  of  the  annual  fixed  costs  of  the  Orchestra  (fixed 
costs  for  the  1985-86  season  are  approximately  $13 
million  and  include  the  compensation  for  Orchestra 
members  and  administrative  staff  and  the  expenses  of 
operating  Symphony  Hall  and  Tanglewood).  Addi- 
tionally, capital  endowment  support,  which  currently 
totals  $35  million,  needs  to  be  doubled  by  1990. 

During  the  current  season  at  Symphony  Hall,  Music 
Director  Seiji  Ozawa  and  guest  conductors  will  lead  the 
Orchestra  in  75  concerts  featuring  performances  from 
the  standard  symphonic  repertoire  as  well  as  newly 
commissioned  works  and  lesser  known  compositions. 
In  April,  the  BSO  will  perform  the  U.S.  premiere  of 
three  tableaux  from  Olivier  Messiaen's  powerful  opera 
'St  Francis  of  Assisi'  Guest  artists  and  conductors  during 
the  year  will  include  Itzhak  Perlman,  Alicia  de 
Larrocha,  Maurizio  Pollini,  Jan  DeGaetani,  Kurt  Masur, 
Bernard  Haitink  and  Pierre  Boulez. 

All  of  this  activity  is  supported  by  the  corporate  and 
professional  community  in  New  England.  The  BSO 
Business  & Professional  Leadership  Program  was 
founded  in  1980  by  area  executives  in  recognition  of 
the  BSO's  significant  contribution  to  the  corporate 
community.  The  Orchestra's  presence  helps  business 
attract  and  retain  their  most  needed  asset — human 
resources.  The  BSO's  cultural  influence  greatly  con- 


tributes to  the  quality  of  life  for  companies'  employees, 
their  families,  customers  and  friends.  Under  the  auspices 
of  the  BSO  Business  & Professional  Leadership  Commit- 
tee, the  corporate  community  works  together  to  assure 
the  Orchestra's  continued  success  and  prosperity. 

This  program  is  overseen  by  a committee  whose  core 
group  of  professionals  and  corporate  leaders  direct 
companies  in  the  greater  Boston  area  and  throughout 
New  England.  It  operates  as  a volunteer  program  of 
senior  business  executives  and  their  spouses  who 
enjoy  the  BSO's  social  atmosphere  while  performing 
service  to  the  Orchestra.  The  BSO  Business  & Pro- 
fessional Leadership  Program  makes  it  possible  for 
business  leaders  to  participate  in  the  life  of  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra  through  some  of  the  most  original 
and  exciting  programs  of  their  kind  in  America.

n 1 1///  The  Boston  Pops  - a Brief  History 


The  promise  of  something  new  and  exciting  at  Boston's 
Music  Hall  brought  out  a large  crowd  on  July  11, 1885, 
none  of  whom  could  have  guessed  that  they  were  present 
for  what  would  become  a national  tradition.  Boston,  of  all 
American  cities,  had  a reputation  for  sobriety  in  matters 
musical-the  notion  of  "good  music"  as  "high  art"  was 
intimately  bound  up  with  the  understanding  that  music 
must  be,  above  all,  serious.  What  a surprise,  then,  to 
discover  that  Henry  Lee  Higginson,  the  founder  in 
1881  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra,  proposed  to 
establish  in  the  summer  "concerts  of  a lighter  kind  of 
music."  Higginson's  idea  was  inspired  in  part  by  his 
early  experiences  as  a music  student  in  Vienna,  where 
he  enjoyed  the  delights  of  Austrian  concert  gardens, 
which  offered  light  music  in  the  relaxed  atmosphere  of 
a cafe  setting.  He  was  also  a realist  with  a strong  desire 
to  provide  fuller  employment  for  the  members  of  the 
Boston  Symphony,  who  at  the  time  worked  only  six 
months  of  the  year. 

When  the  dream  was  finally  realized,  it  was  a bold 
innovation.  Billed  as  the  "Promenade  Concerts,"  they 
combined  light  classical  music,  tunes  from  the  current 
hits  of  the  musical  theater,  and  occasionally  a novelty 
number  designed  largely  to  generate  laughter  with 
clever  musical  tricks.  In  addition.  Music  Hall  was 
among  the  first  public  buildings  lighted  by  electricity, 
and  nowhere  else  in  the  city  could  music  be  heard  in 
the  same  room  where  refreshments  and  light  alcoholic 
beverages  were  being  served.  The  highest  social  circles 
of  Boston  were  present,  and,  at  intermission,  the 
audience  enjoyed  promenading  to  meet  friends  and 
sport  the  latest  spring  fashions.  Allowing  for  some 
changes  of  taste  over  the  course  of  a century,  the  early 
programs  were  remarkably  similar  to  the  Pops  programs 
of  today. 

Throughout  the  orchestra's  early  history,  almost  all  of 
the  Pops  conductors  were  drawn  from  the  membership 
of  the  BSO.  The  principal  exception  was  the  first  con- 
ductor, Adolf  Neuendorff,  a German-born  musician 
who  came  to  America  in  1854  and  studied  music  here. 
A prominent  opera  conductor,  he  had  led  the  American 
premieres  of  Wagnei^s  Lohengrin  and  Die  YJalkure.  Several 
of  the  conductors  were  significant  musical  figures: 
Timothee  Adamowski,  a distinguished  violinist  and 
chamber  musician;  Max  Zach,  who  later  became  con- 
ductor of  the  St  Louis  Symphony  Orchestra;  and  Gustav 
Strube,  a prolific  composer  who  heard  fifteen  of  his 
orchestral  works  performed  by  the  Boston  Symphony 
and  later  became  the  first  conductor  of  the  Baltimore 
Symphony  Orchestra  and  director  of  the  Peabody  Con- 
servatory in  Baltimore.  Often  the  conductorship  was 
shared  between  two  people  during  a season,  which 


provided  some  variety  in  programming  tastes  and  also 
encouraged  concertgoers  to  attend  more  than  once 
each  year. 

The  new  century  dawned  in  Boston  with  a new  name 
and  a new  home  for  the  "Promenade  Concerts."  The 
change  came  with  the  temporary  move  from  Music 
Hall  to  Mechanics'  Hall  while  the  Boston  Symphony's 
new  home  in  Back  Bay  was  still  under  construction.  In 
1900  the  programs  began  carrying,  for  the  first  time,  the 
punchy  and  by  now  commonly  accepted  term,  the 
"Pops."  Now  being  frequently  performed  was  a recent 
patriotic  work  by  America's  "March  King,"  John  Philip 
Sousa,  which  in  later  decades  was  to  become  a celebrated 
Pops  signature  piece-"The  Stars  and  Stripes  Forever." 
The  history  of  the  Boston  Pops  was  for  many  years  linked 
with  the  name  of  Arthur  Fiedler,  who  in  1930  became 
the  first  American- born  conductor  put  in  charge  of 
entertaining  Pops  audiences.  Born  in  Boston,  trained  in 
Germany,  Fiedler  joined  the  Boston  Symphony  in 
1915  as  a twenty-year- old  violinist  He  played  both 
violin  and  viola  under  several  Pops  conductors,  notably 
the  Italians  Agide  Jacchia  and  Alfredo  Casella  also  a dis- 
tinguished composer.  In  order  to  develop  his  skills  as  a 
conductor,  Fiedler  formed  the  Fiedler  Sinfonietta,  a 
chamber  orchestra  composed  of  Boston  Symphony 
members.  At  the  same  time,  his  efforts  to  establish  a 
series  of  free  outdoor  orchestral  concerts  resulted,  in 
1929,  in  the  first  Esplanade  Concerts  on  the  east  bank  of 
the  Charles  River.  With  Fiedler's  appointment  as 
eighteenth  conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  the  following 
year,  the  modern  Pops  was  established.  Fiedler  took  a 
strong  interest  in  American  music  and  young  American 
soloists;  he  also  emphasized  popular  contemporary 
compositions  as  well  as  light  music  of  earlier  days. 
Fiedler's  Esplanade  concerts  were  eventually  absorbed 
by  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  organization.  With 
the  establishment  of  the  BSO's  summer  home  at 
Tanglewood,  however,  the  BSO's  players  could  not 
also  appear  regularly  in  the  outdoor  concerts.  The  solu- 
tion was  to  create  a second  permanent  ensemble,  the 
Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra,  comprised  of  the 
outstanding  musical  talent  of  the  Boston  area.  As  the 
name  suggests,  they  perform  most  of  the  Esplanade 
concerts.  They  have  also  come  to  share  the  Symphony 
Hall  performances  and  today  present  nearly  half  of  the 
spring  Pops  season. 

Recordings,  tours,  and  guest  appearances  made  Fiedler 
and  the  Pops  famous.  One  of  their  earliest  releases, 
Jacob  Gade's  Jalousie,  issued  in  1935,  became  the  first 
orchestral  record  ever  to  "go  gold"  by  selling  more  than 
a million  copies.  Jalousie  and  Gershwin's  Rhapsody  in 
Blue  launched  the  Pops  as  the  most-recorded  orchestra 
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in  the  world.  Live  local  radio  broadcasts  of  the  Boston 
Pops  were  initiated  in  1952;  as  of  1962,  syndicated  Pops 
radio  broadcasts  have  been  heard  nationally  each 
week.  Since  1969,  the  national  public  television  program 
Evening  at  Pops,  a joint  production  of  WGBH-TV  in  Boston 
and  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra,  Inc.,  have  made 
the  Pops  familiar  and  welcome  visitors  to  households 
all  over  the  country  and  even  beyond  its  borders. 
Following  Fiedler's  death  on  July  10, 1979,  Boston  Pops 
Associate  Conductor  Harry  Ellis  Dickson  led  the 
orchestra  until  John  Williams  was  appointed  Conductor 
in  January  1980.  Mr.  Williams  has  retained  what  he 
describes  as  the  "tripartite  program  format,"  with  an 
opening  third  of  light-classical  music,  a middle  third 
often  featuring  a classical  or  popular  soloist,  and  a final 
portion  of  popular  music,  frequently  drawn  from 
theater  or  film  scores. 

Mr.  Williams  has  broadened  the  Pops  repertory,  main- 
tained the  popularity  of  Evening  at  Pops,  and  led  a series 
of  best-selling  recordings  under  an  exclusive  contract 
with  Philips  Records.  These  include  Pops  Out  of  This 
Wbrld,  Pops  in  Space,  Pops  on  the  March,  That's  Entertainment 


(Pops  on  Broadway),  Pops  Around  the  World,  Aisle  Seat, 
and,  most  recently.  With  a Song  in  My  Heart,  featuring 
soprano  Jessye  Normaa 

The  Pops  season  begins  immediately  following  the 
close  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra's  winter 
season,  usually  in  early  May,  and  continues  through 
mid-July.  In  addition,  there  is  an  annual  Christmas 
Pops  series.  Pops  concerts  are  performed  by  the  Boston 
Pops  Orchestra,  which  is  comprised  of  members  of  the 
Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  (except  for  twelve  of  the 
orchestra's  principal  players,  who  tour  during  the  Pops 
season  as  the  Boston  Symphony  Chamber  Players), 
and  by  the  Boston  Pops  Esplanade  Orchestra.  The  list  of 
distinguished  conductors  who  have  led  the  Pops  in 
recent  years  includes  Erich  Kunzel,  John  Lanchbery, 
Lionel  Newman,  John  Covelli,  Mitch  Miller,  and  Henry 
MancinL  In  addition  to  their  other  activities,  the  Pops 
makes  frequent  tours  throughout  the  United  States. 
This  past  summer,  John  Williams  led  the  Pops  on  a 
highly  acclaimed,  fourteen-city  transcontinental  tour 
in  celebration  of  the  Pops  centennial.

The  100th  Birthday  Season  in  John  Williams's  sixth  as 
conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops.  In  January  1980  he 
became  the  19th  conductor  of  the  Pops  since  its  founding 
in  1885. 

He  was  born  in  New  York  and  moved  to  Los  Angeles 
with  his  family  in  1948.  There  he  attended  UCLA  and 
studied  composition  privately  with  Mario  Castelnuovo- 
Tedesco.  After  service  in  the  Air  Force,  Williams 
returned  to  New  York  to  attend  the  Juilliard  School, 
where  he  studied  piano  with  Madame  Rosina  Lhevinne. 
While  in  New  York,  he  also  worked  as  a jazz  pianist, 
both  in  clubs  and  on  recordings.  Again,  Williams 
moved  to  Los  Angeles  and  began  his  career  in  the  film 
studios,  working  with  such  composers  as  Bernard 
Herrmann,  Alfred  Newman,  and  Franz  Waxman.  He 
went  on  to  write  music  for  many  television  programs  in 
the  1960's,  winning  two  Emmys  for  his  work. 

Williams  has  composed  the  music  and  served  as  music 
director  for  over  sixty  films,  including  Goodbye,  Mr. 
Chips,  Jaws,  Star  Wars,  Close  Encounters  of  the  Third  Kind, 
Superman,  The  Empire  Strikes  Back,  Raiders  of  the  Lost  Ark, 
ET.  (the  Extra-Terrestrial) , Return  of  the  Jedi,  Indiana  Jones 
and  the  Temple  of  Doom,  and,  most  recently.  The  River. 


He  has  received  21  Academy  Award  nominations 
has  been  awarded  four  Oscars  and  15  Grammies,  as 
well  as  several  gold  and  platinum  records.  His  most 
recent  Oscar  was  for  Best  Original  Score  for  a Motion 
Picture,  for  ET. 

In  addition  to  his  film  music,  Williams  has  written  many 
concert  pieces,  including  two  symphonies  and  a flute 
concerto  and  violin  concerto  recorded  by  the  London 
Symphony  Orchestra.  His  Jubilee  350  Fanfare  heralded 
the  350th  birthday  of  the  City  of  Boston  in  September 
1980.  He  dedicated  his  Pops  on  the  March,  written  for  the 
1981  Pops  season,  to  the  late  Arthur  Fiedler,  and  he 
opened  the  1983  season  with  the  Esplanade  Overture 
written  especially  for  the  Boston  Pops.  Mr.  Williams 
was  commissioned  to  compose  the  official  fanfare  and 
theme  for  the  1984  Summer  Olympic  Games  in  Los 
Angeles.  For  the  Pops'  100th  Birthday,  he  wrote  a tuba 
concerto  which  was  premiered  during  the  1985  season 
by  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra's  tuba  player, 
Chester  Schmitz. 

The  soundtrack  album  to  Star  Wars  has  sold  over  four 
million  copies,  more  than  any  non-pop  album  in 
recording  history.  Many  of  Williams's  film  scores  have 
been  recorded,  and  his  highly  acclaimed  albums  with 
the  Boston  Pops  includes  Pops  in  Space,  That's  Entertain- 
ment (Pops  on  Broadway),  Pops  on  the  March,  Pops  Around 
the  World  (Digital  Overtures),  Aisle  Seat,  Pops  Out  of  This 
World  and  Boston  Pops  on  Stage.  Their  collaboration  with 
soprano  Jessye  Norman  entitled  With  a Song  in  My  Heart 
was  released  in  early  1985,  and  another  recording, 
America,  the  Dream  Goes  On,  a collection  of  favorite 
Americana,  was  released  this  summer  under  a continuing 
exclusive  contract  with  Philips  Records. 

Since  his  appointment  as  Pops  Conductor,  Williams 
has  led  the  Pops  in  New  York,  Chicago,  Los  Angeles, 
Detroit,  and  many  other  American  cities.  In  addition, 
he  has  appeared  as  guest  conductor  with  the  major 
orchestras  of  London,  Houston,  Philadelphia,  Toronto, 
Montreal,  and  Los  Angeles.  In  the  past  few  years, 
Williams  has  received  several  honorary  degrees  from 
American  colleges  and  universities  including  Boston 
Conservatory  of  Music,  Berklee  College  of  Music  in 
Boston,  Northeastern  University,  Tufts  University,  and 
the  University  of  South  Carolina  at  Columbia. 

Mr.  Williams  recently  composed  a new  theme  for  the 
NBC  network  television  news.  In  July  he  lead  the  Pops 
on  a 14-city  transcontinental  tour  sponsored  by  The 
Signal  Companies,  Inc.  in  celebration  of  the  Boston 
Pops  100th  Birthday.

Harry  Ellis  Dickson  is  the  founder.  Artistic  Director,  and 
Conductor  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Youth  Concerts,  as 
well  as  a member  of  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra's 
first-violin  section.  Mr.  Dickson  was  named  Associate 
Conductor  of  the  Boston  Pops  Orchestra  in  January 
1980. 

A native  of  Cambridge,  Massachusetts,  Mr.  Dickson  is  a 
graduate  of  Somerville  High  School  and  the  New 
England  Conservatory  of  Music.  He  studied  violin  for 
two  years  with  Carl  Flesch  and  Max  Postal  as  a fellowship 
student  at  Berlin's  Hochschule  fur  Musik  and  later 
studied  conducting  with  Pierre  Monteux  at  the  Domain 
School  in  Maine.  Mr.  Dickson  was  active  both  as  con- 
ductor and  violinist  before  joining  the  Boston  Symphony 


under  Serge  Koussevitzky  in  1938.  He  is  a Chevalier  in 
the  Ordre  des  Arts  et  des  Lettres  of  the  French  govern- 
ment, and  in  1971  the  National  Conference  of  the 
Humanities  presented  him  a Certificate  of  Honor 
recognizing  his  distinguished  contributions  to  the 
humanities.  He  holds  honorary  degrees  from  Boston's 
Berklee  College  of  Music,  Curry  College,  North  Adams 
State  College,  Southeastern  Massachusetts  University, 
and  the  American  College  of  Greece  in  Athens.  In 
September  1975,  the  city  of  Somerville  dedicated  the 
Harry  Ellis  Dickson  Center  of  Fine  Arts  and  Humanities 
in  its  Winter  Hill  Community  School,  and  in  1983  the 
Boston  Public  Schools  honored  him  by  dedicating  the 
Harry  Ellis  Dickson  Orchestral  Suite  at  Madison  Park 
High  School  In  addition  to  his  commitment  to  the  Boston 
Pops,  he  has  conducted  Pops  concerts  with  the  Worcester 
Symphony,  the  Springfield  (Massachusetts)  Symphony, 
the  Montreal  Symphony,  the  Vancouver  Symphony, 
the  National  Symphony  in  Washington,  and  the 
Orchestra  London,  Ontario. 

An  ardent  collector  of  anecdotes  about  music  and 
musicians,  Mr.  Dickson  has  incorporated  many  of  them 
into  his  book  Gentlemen,  More  Dolce  Please!,  an  entertaining 
view  of  music  behind  the  scenes.  His  latest  book,  Arthur 
Fiedler  and  The  Boston  Pops,  was  published  in  April  1981. 
In  addition,  he  has  furthered  the  part-time  conducting 
career  of  his  close  friend  Danny  Kaye,  with  whom  he 
has  traveled  to  many  countries  of  the  world  as  musical 
mentor.  Mr.  Dickson's  association  with  the  Boston 
Pops  dates  from  1938;  he  became  assistant  conductor 
of  that  orchestra  in  1958.  In  1975  he  conducted  the  Pops 
at  the  first  inaugural  ceremony  of  his  son-in-law. 
Governor  Michael  Dukakis.  The  Boston  Symphony 
Youth  Concerts  were  instituted  in  1959,  and  for  his 
work  as  the  artistic  director  and  conductor  of  these  con- 
certs, Mr.  Dickson  has  been  described  as  "that  rare  soul, 
and  adult  who  remembers  what  it  was  like  to  be  young, 
who  loves  young  people  and  understands  them,  and 
who  wishes  to  share  with  them  that  magic  kingdom  of 
the  mind  where  music  is  the  key."

Co-sponsored  by  the  Tanglewood  Music  Center  and 
Boston  University,  the  Tanglewood  Festival  Chorus 
was  organized  in  the  spring  of  1970  when  John  Oliver 
became  director  of  vocal  and  choral  activities  at  the 
Tanglewood  Music  Center.  Originally  formed  for  per- 
formances at  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra's  summer 
home,  the  chorus  was  soon  playing  a major  role  in  the 
orchestra's  Symphony  Hall  season  as  well  Now  the 
official  chorus  of  the  orchestra,  the  Tanglewood  Festival 
Chorus  is  regarded  by  conductors,  press,  and  public  as 
one  of  the  great  orchestra  choruses  of  the  world.  The 
members  of  the  chorus  donate  their  services,  and  they 
perform  regularly  with  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra 
in  Boston,  New  York,  and  at  Tanglewood,  working  with 
Music  Director  Seiji  Ozawa,  John  Williams  and  the 
Boston  Pops,  and  such  prominent  guests  as  Sir  Colin 
Davis,  Leonard  Bernstein,  Claudio  Abbado,  Klaus 
Tennstedt,  Mstislav  Rostropovich,  Andre  Previn, 
Eugene  Ormandy,  and  Gunther  Schuller.  Last  April  in 
Symphony  Hall  the  chorus  received  international 
attention  for  its  participation  in  the  world  premiere  per- 
formances under  Sir  Colin  Davis  of  Sir  Michael  Tippett's 
"The  Mask  of  Time,"  commissioned  by  the  Boston 
Symphony  Orchestra  for  its  centennial  in  1981. 

Unlike  most  other  orchestra  choruses,  the  Tanglewood 
Festival  Chorus  under  John  Oliver  also  includes  regular 
performances  of  a cappella  repertory  in  its  schedule, 
requiring  a very  different  sort  of  discipline  from  perfor- 
mances with  orchestra,  and  ranging  in  musical  content 
from  Baroque  to  contemporary.  In  the  spring  of  1977, 
John  Oliver  and  the  chorus  were  extended  an 


unprecedented  invitation  by  Deutsche  Grammophon 
to  record  a program  of  a cappella  twentieth-century 
American  choral  music;  this  record  received  a Grammy 
nomination  for  best  choral  performance  in  1979.  The 
latest  recording  by  Mr.  Oliver  and  the  chorus,  on 
Nonesuch,  includes  music  of  Luigi  Dallapiccola  and 
Kurt  Weill.  In  addition,  the  chorus  may  be  heard  on  the 
Telarc  recording  of  Beethoven's  Choral  Fantasy  with 
Seiji  Ozawa,  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra,  and 
pianist  Rudolf  Serkin.  The  Tanglewood  Festival 
Chorus  has  collaborated  with  the  Boston  Symphony 
Orchestra  on  numerous  recordings  for  Deutsche 
Grammophon,  New  World,  and  Philips.  For  the 
chorus'  first  appearance  on  records,  in  Berlioz's 
Damnation  of  Faust,  John  Oliver  and  Seiji  Ozawa 
received  a Grammy  nomination  for  best  choral  perfor- 
mance of  1975.  The  Tanglewood  FesHval  Chorus  may 
also  be  heard  on  the  Philips  releases  of  Schoenberg's 
Gurrelieder,  taped  live  during  Boston  Symphony  per- 
formances and  named  best  choral  recording  of  1979  by 
Gramophone  magazine,  and  Mahler's  Symphony  No.  8, 
the  Symphony  of  a Thousand.  Other  recordings  with  the 
orchestra  include  music  of  Mahler,  Ravel,  Liszt,  and 
Roger  Sessions,  and  the  chorus  has  also  recorded  with 
John  Williams  and  the  Boston  Pops. 

In  addition  to  his  work  with  the  Tanglewood  Festival 
Chorus,  John  Oliver  is  also  conductor  of  the  MIT 
Choral  Society,  a senior  lecturer  in  music  at  MIT,  and 
conductor  of  the  John  Oliver  Chorale,  now  in  its  ninth 
season,  ^md  with  which  he  has  recorded  Donald  Martino's 
Seven  Pious  Pieces  for  New  World  records.

^ ^ The  Carols  of  Alfred  Burt  ' 


The  story  of  Alfred  Burt  is  short,  for  his  life  was  short. 
He  was  born  in  Marquette,  Michigan  grew  up  in 
Pontiac,  graduated  from  the  University  of  Michigan  in 
1942,  spent  four  years  in  the  armed  services,  and 
moved  to  southern  California  in  1949.  There  he 
became  arranger  and  first  trumpeter  in  the  Alvino  Rey 
Orchestra  and  appeared  on  both  radio  and  television 
with  Rey,  Horace  Heidt,  and  the  King  Sisters.  In  1953, 
Burt  was  found  to  have  inoperable  lung  cancer  and  set 
about  putting  his  affairs  in  order.  Only  hours  before  his 
death  in  February  1954,  Burt  signed  a contract  with 
Columbia  Records  for  a album  of  his  Christmas  Carols. 

The  Christmas  Carols  had  started  with  Burt's  father, 
the  Reverend  Bates  G.  Burt.  Each  year  the  Reverend  Mr. 
Burt  would  compose  a carol  and  distribute  it  to  his 
friends  as  a Christmas  card.  After  Alfred  graduated 
from  college  with  a music  degree,  the  father  turned  the 
task  of  composing  the  annual  carol  over  to  his  son,  but 
continued  to  provide  the  lyrics.  In  1949,  Wihla  Huston, 
a church  organist  and  family  friend  from  Pontiac,  started 
providing  the  lyrics  and  continued  to  do  so  until  Burt's 
death.  Each  year,  when  the  poem  arrived,  Burt  would 
write  the  music;  his  wife  Anne  would  design  the  card 
and  supervise  its  printing  and  the  new  carol  would  be 
mailed  to  an  ever-increasing  number  of  people  (the 
Burt's  Christmas  list  grew  from  50  to  450  names). 


The  carols  were  frequently  sung  at  Christmas  parties 
given  in  and  around  Hollywood  (John  Williams  recalls 
many  occasions  at  which  the  highlight  of  the  party  was 
singing  these  Ccirols).  Shortly  after  his  death,  Burt's  carols 
were  published  by  Shawnee  Press,  Inc  and  have 
enjoyed  a steadily  increasing  popularity,  especailly 
among  music  educators.  Among  the  people  who  have 
performed  and  recorded  the  carols  of  Alfred  Burt  are 
Nat  "King"  Cole,  Andy  Williams,  Mel  Tome, 
Tennessee  Ernie  Ford,  and  Fred  Waring. 

There  is  a tendency  for  modern  Christmas  songs  to 
deal  with  the  secular  side  of  the  holiday  — snow,  shop- 
ping, and  Santa  Claus;  Alfred  Burt's  carols  are 
concerned  with  the  sacred  side.  Even  when  the  lyric 
may  express  the  joys  of  secular  Christmas,  it  is  "blessed 
Christmas."  Alfred  Burt  was  33  when  he  died  and  his 
musical  legacy  consists  of  only  fifteen  short  carols 
which  successfully  capture  the  true  spirit  and  meaning 
of  Christmas.  However,  these  fifteen  mini- masterpieces 
assure  his  place  in  music  history.
